HIS MAJESTY OF JOLO 


I 


N his report on the operations of the army Jn the Phil- 


ippines. General Chaffee strongly urges that the Bates 


treaty with the Sultan of Jolo be abrogated, and that here- 
after no Sultan or King be recognized in what Is known 
aa the Jolo or Sulu archipelago 
If these Islands are to 


be hejd under American sovereignty, draftee's recom- 
mendation should be promptly and favorably acted up- 
on 


Of all tho obnoxious features of the un-American pol- 


icy adopted in the Philippines, the Bates treaty with this 
petty polygamous, slave-holding despot was perhaps the 
very worst 
By that treaty the Sultan acknowledged the 


paramount sovereignty of the United States 
In other 


words he became our vassal as weaker sovereigns some- 
times became %assals of stronger ones daring the Middle 
Ages In Europe 
In consideration of this formal accept- 


ance of our soiereignty, the United States agreed to pay 
the Sultan a certain annual stipend, with smaller allow- 
ances to some of his chiefs, and to leave the laws, cus- 
toms and religion of the country undisturbed by American 
author!t>. 
As both sl<i\ery and polygamy were lawful 


there, this amounted to a recognition and maintenance of 
both under the smereignty of the United States. 


Halr-aplittlng, technical arguments have been made 


to show that the American Government did not recognize 
slavery there bectuse the thirteenth amendment to the 
Constitution prohibits slavery in all places under the Ju- 
risdiction of the United States, but the cold facts ,were 
that there squatted the Sultan in the grotesque trappings 
of his official dignity, there were the plural wives and 
there were the slaves, while the Stars and Stripes waved 
in sovereignty o\er the land 
And this is the situation 


today 


The reason given for treating this "awful" potentate 


with so much of deference and consideration was that 
the Sulus were great warriors, and their subjugation would 
be a fearful task 
These islands are but a. few little 


specks in the southern part of the archipelago, and their 
population has been estimated at 
about one hundred 


thousand, including the women, children and slaves. Two 
regiments of American troops could have exterminated the 
Sultan's entire fighting force in a month 
But rather 


than hazard the conflict, a treaty was entered Into which 
violated "he most cherished of American traditions and 
principles, * and established a petty Empire under the 
aegis of the American flag 


The report of General Chaffee explodes every argu- 


ment by which the Bates treaty has been upheld, and 
proves that those who criticised that treaty were right 
in doing so 
The Sultan and his warriors are Just as for- 


midable now as they were four years ago, but Chaftee 
does not seem to fear them in the least 
Indeed, he ap- 


pears to think that the Sulus can be deposed and 
the 


treaty set aside without any fighting at all 


As a broad question of right we have no business in 


the Sulu's Archipelago The supporters of this treaty have 
claimed that Spain had only a nominal sovereignty there 
If this is true then the sovereignty was one which we 
could not acquiie and hold without an utter disregard of 
fundamental American principle 
To di> so was simply r 


to make the United States the Lord Paramount, and th$ 
Sultan our vassal 
This, was neither mote nor less than 


feudalism 
If v.e assume absolute soveielgnty, we ^nrs^ 


taking more than Spain evei had, and consequently ouf 
title fails unless \\e make it good in some other way 


But, as before observed, if we are to hold the islands 


at all, theie should be no Sultan there livipg in licentious^ 
oriental luxur>, exeicising the powei of life and death 
over his subjects under the American flag, and drawing a 
salary from the Treasury of the United States
